Holy Week Is 


Ushered In Today 


With special service!) yesterday In 


the 
Kpiscopal Protestant 
and 
th« 


Catholic church memorializing Palm 
Sunday, the occasion of Christ's tri- 
umphal entry into Jerusalem, today 
ushers in Holy Week, the most note- 
worthy octuve on the church calen- 
dar, whlc his observed as a general 
period for the renewal and reconse- 
cration of the spiritual life. 
Thurs- 


day Is known as Maundy Thursday. 
followed by Good Friday commemor- 
ating the 
Crucifixion, 
then 
comes 


Easter ISve. on Saturday, and Easter 
Day next Sunday, memorializing the 
Day of Resurrection. Special services 
will be held at Epiphany church, also 
at the Church of the Sacred Heart 
dm ing the week which concludes the 
Lenten period. 
It is interesting to note that Easter 


is the oldest of all the festivals In the 
Christian calendar. It even antedates 
the 
obser\ance 
of Christmas; 
for 


while Edhter has been observed from 
the very loundation of Christianity 
over eighteen hundred years ago, it 
was not until the fourth century of 
the modern era that the natal day of 
Jesus of Nazareth began to be cele- 
brated. 
Like Chu&tnuis, Uaster has 


assumed a universality of obser-.ance 
which ib a tribute to the instinctive 
religious beliefs of a large portion of 
the world's people; and the two to- 
gether may reasonably be classed as 
the ranking festivals of the year. 


Probably one of the most interest- 


ing facts in connection with Easter, 
which, to those of Christian belief, 
marks the Resurrection of the Sav- 
iour, is that its origin dates back to 
the old Jewish Feast of the Passover. 


'•The first Christians being derived 


from or intimately connected with 
the Jewish church," says a church 
historian, "naturally continued to ob- 
serve the Jewish festnal, though in 
a new spirit, as commemorative of 
events of which those had been shad- 
ows. The Passover, ennobled by the 
thought of Christ as the true Paschal 
Lamb, the first fruits of the dead, 
continued to be celebrated and be- 
came the Christian Easter. 
But while Easter is a continuation 


in Christian form of the Jewish Pass- 
over .early differences arose as to the 
precise day on which the Easter fes- 
tival should be observed. In the Jew- 
ish faith the Passover occurs on a. 
fixed day of the month, whereas the 
Christian believers from the earliest 
days assigned the Easter festival to 
be a fixed day of the week, namely. 
Sunday, that bein gthe first day of the 
week," and the day, according 
to 


Scripture, upon which Christ rose 
from the dead. 
These differences, due largely to as- 


tronomical 
problems 
o 
fconfuslng 


character, continued until the year 
325 when, at the Council of Xicea, it 
was 
decreed that 
everywhere 
it. 


Christendom Easter should be* cele- 
brated on the same day. It was not, 
however, until the adoption of the 
Gregorian calendar in 1582 that this 
decree secured general acceptance; 
and even to this day in the churches 
of Russia and Greece, as well as m 
some of the Oriental churches, -where 
the Gregorian or modern 
calendar 


has net been accepted, Easter falls 
sometimes- before and sometimes after 
the day on which the festival is cele- 
brated by the western churches. 
As Easter Sunday thus became a 


fixed fesmal in the Christian calen- 
dar so, likewise, throughout Chris- 
tendom, with the exceptions noted, is 
it decreed that Good Friday, com- 
memorativ<S of the day of the Cru- 
cifixion, shall be observed 
on the 
Friday 
immediately preceding the 


festival of Easter. 
Increasing im- 


portance has been attached by Chris- 
tian communities In later years to 
Long or Good or Great or God's Fri- 
day 
It is probable, as the day on 


whictt Christ offered up his life for 
the redemption of the world, the most 
sacred and solemn of the Christian 
year. In the churches on that day 
the altars are stripped of all decora- 
tions, except the cross, which is veil- 
ed in black; the hangings are all 
black, and the day is given over to 
prayer and meditation. 
The note of 
sacredness and solemnity has found 
its way even into secular affairs, rr.a'jy 
of the states of the union having 
made it a legal holiday 
The custom 


of celebrating the day is involved in 
obscurity; though from the earliest 
times .every Friday among Christians 
has been observed as fast day. as 
every Sunday has been a feast day. 
and "the connection between the one 
as marking the day of the Crucifixion 
and the other as marking the day of 
the liesurre'ction Is easily traced.

heart affliction. 
Recentlj, however,

further development of his ailment, 
and on Saturday afternoon he was 
able to be out on the porch of his 
hcme and at night he seemed un- 
u.-rially cheerful 
At about 4 o clock 


on Sunday morning, Mrs. Purjear 
thought she heard her husband call, 
and going to his room, she found 
that he had died peacefully .us though 
in sleep. His breath had apparently 
just ceased when she made the sor- 
rowful discovery. Dr. L. O. Grumpier 
was immediately called, only to con- 
firm, ho\v-e\er, the worst suspicious 
that he had died. 
Mr. Puryear was born in Granville 


county. X. C , near Oxford, X. C . on 
June 12th. 1858, he therefore being 
in fris sixty-fourth year. He was mar-

S. F. Foe Shot to Death in 


Reidsville, N C., Believed 
to Be Professional Bobber 
for Whom Is Reward of 
$10,000. 


(Special To The Bee ) 
REIDSVILLE, N. C., April 10.—Th« 


body of S F Poe, alleged professional 
yesginan who was shot to death her* 
Saturday night by policemen' in ft 
local store after a thrilling pistol du«l 
remained 
unclaimed 
today. 
Th« 
corpse has been embalmed and will 
be kept for several days in the hope 
that relatives will come forward to 
claim it and in the hope that positive 
identification may be made. 
Poe is 
the man believed to have been re- 
sponsible for numerous postoffice rob- 
l;eues in Maryland and in Northern 
Virginia where he is said to have gone 
under the name of Winston Banks. 


Not' the least interesting phase of 
the affair is the fact that the goven- 
ment has offered a $10,000 reward for 
the perpetrator of the postoffice rob- 
beries and if Poe is identified three 
policemen of this city, John, Chaney 
anrl Officers Normand and Neal Will 
divide the money betwen them. 


Officer 
Chaney who received 
a 


wound in the thigh, is not seriously 
hurt 
He suffered only a flesh wound 
and will be out in a few days. 


Chief of Police Jackson today was 
centering his efforts to locate and de- 
tain two women, alleged confederates 
and a second man who fled south in 
an automobile as soon as they heard, 
about the shooting. 
If this trio can 
be captured valuable light can be shed 
on Poe and his activities. Messages 
giving descriptions of the two women 
and the man have been sent out to 
numerous southern cities. 
Examination of the effects of Poe 
indicate that he is a native of Mel- 
tons in Louisa county. That he was 
responsible for robbing hte postoffice 
at Salisbury, Md., is indicated by the 
fact that paper from that postoffice 
including money orders have been 
found on his person. 
The shooting affray was a thrilling 
episode. Poe and his alleged confed- 
erates drove in here Saturday after- 
noon and succeeded in cashing money 
orders on the Salisbury postoffice to 
the tune of $140. Poe is alleged to 
have attempted to paes a check for 
$100 on W. T. Pettigrew, realtor, who 
refused to cash it. Suspecting the 
bona fides of the man, Petitgrew noti- 
.fied the 
police and Police Officer 
Chaney entered Helner's grocery store 
in the hope of finding him there. The 
store was crowded with shoppers at 
the time. When Poe saw the officer 
he walked up to him and said "I guess 
you're looking for me," and so saying 
he drew a revolver and fired. Chaney 
caught: the" lj utter "in" tins t!JlBft*^tfta" 
leaping behind a counter, tradde shot* 
with the gunman who also entrenched 
himself. Panic prevailed in the store 
and other policemen ran in. Either 
Neal or Norman fired the fatal shots, 
both firing several times at Poe when 
the latter turned his revolver on them, 
Examination of the body shows thai 
one of the bullets penetrated bis heart 
causing almost instant death.

The recklew u»« of firearms yester- 


day morning came within an ace of 
causing a tragedy when S. B. Hughes, 
a prominent Danville physician, was 
•hot at on the road between Stokes- 
land and Danville. 
A report of the 
matter was made to the Schoolrteld po- 
lice and Chief of Police Coles and two 
offlcem vainly combed the woods for 
the offenders. 


Dr Hughes was on his way home to 
Danville at about 11 o'clock, driving a 
roadster.

Dr. Hughes, who was 
driving, was sitting close to the right 
hand side and not in his usual position 
when a rifle bullet crashed through the 
piece of glass in the rear of the top 
and hummed past Dr. Hughes' car and 
through the windshield.

halted his car. and turning round went 
to trie spot with the other two men 
but no trace of those responsible for 
the outrage could be found.

gipsy boy was found, however, and he 
told" Schoolfield policemen later that 
either a white man or a negro, who 
were standing together, had done the 
shooting and had run into the woods 
after firing the shot. The lad said that 
he could identify the man, if seen. 


Dr 
Hughes made 
complaint at 


Schoolfleld police headquarters as he 
passed by and Chief C<51e hurried to 
the spot 
Officer with him combed the 


woods between the point where the 
shooting occurred as far as the river. 
A reward has been offered for infor- 


mation culminating in the arrest of 
those guilty of the 
shooting.

Secretary Denby 


Launches Fight 
On Naval Measure 


"WASHINGTON, April 8.—Secretary 
Denby tonight launched a fight on 
the naval 
bill, as' reported to the 
House, taking flat issue with the con- 
tention that it will provide an Amer- 
ican navy on the ratio of 5-5-3. 
In a formal statement, and In a 
communication to the House naval 
committee, made public today for the 
first time, it is disclosed that Secre- 
tary Denby and the naval experts con- 
tend that by the reductions of per- 
sonnel proposed In the bill the ratio 
actually will be five for Great Britain, 
three for Japan and two and a half 
for the United States, 
Five of the eighteen battleships al- 
lowed to the United States by the 
naval 
limitation 
treaty, 
Secretary 
Denby says, •will have to go out of 
commlssio'n for lack of crews to man 
them; the European 
stations 
will 
have to be abandoned; all the twelve- 
inch gun ships will be Included in 
those laid up; all submarines of the 
second line will have to be put out 
of commission as will all small craft 
used for training reservists. 
With an enlisted force .of 65,000 
men which the committee 
proposed 
instead of the 90.000 asked by the 
naval establishment, the United States 
navy. Mr. Denby says, will be reduced 
to two-thirds of the force of Great 
Britain and less than Japan. 
Characterizing the bi'-l as "a chal- 
lenge to the common sense of our 
people," Mr.. Denby in his 
formal 
statement says; 


"Should.the bill just reported be- 
come law, it would be a blow to the 
navy and to the prestige of the Unit- 
ed States. 
"Whatever appropriations of men 
and money are allowed, the navy 
will be .administered by the depart- 
ment in an earnest and cheerful en- 
deavor to keep it as effective as pos- 
sible. I feel that I should be recreant 
to a plain duty, however. If I did not 
solemnly warn the American people 
that the proposed reductlgn negatives 
the results of the recent conference, 
is dangerous to the country's security 
and, in my opinion, to the welfare of 
the world. 
"If this bill becomes a law. It will 
mean that five 
battleships of 
the 
eighteen provided for in the treaty 
must be put in ordinary, with care- 
takers. 
It will mean that, having 
gathered the nations together, and 
having conducted to a successful con- 
clusion negotiations intended to es- 
tablish the relative defense sea arma- 
ments of the different powers, we, 
from the earnestly-insisted-upon po- 
sition of equality with any nation in 
the' world, drop to second or third 
place. I do not believe in making 
a mockery of the conference. I do 
not believe in throwing away our 
seapower." ,

LONDON. April 8.—The birth of 


the Irish Free State has led to renew- 
ed talk In some quarters of "home 
rule all around," that Is, autonomy 
for Scotland and Wales as apart from 
England proper. 


Home rule for Wales has already 


entered the range of practical poli- 
tics, says an article in the Pall Mall 
Gazette. 
Hitherto there have been among 
Welsh 
politicians 
two 
schools of 
thought. One has urged the setting up 
of a Welsh secretaryship similar to 
the office of the Secretary of Scotland, 
so that Welsh administration may 
'first be disentangled from English af- 
fairs; the other favoring a compre- 
hensive home rule scheme without 
any preliminaries. 
Prime Minister Lloyd George, him- 
self a Welshman, hag hinted that he 
would look with favor on a compre- 
hensive home rule measure. 
This prompted the Welsh National 
Pary at Westminster—composed of 
all the Welsh members of the House 
of Commons—to draft and adopt a 
home rule scheme as the basis of a 
measure to be Introduced in Parlia- 
ment at the earliest opportunity. 
This has, in turn, fired the Scottish 
members, who at a 
party meeting 
have appointed a committee to confer 
with the Welsh members with a view 
to joint action. 
Under the Welsh plan the Imperial 
parliament would reserve its powers 
on questions affecting the 
crown, 
peace and war, foreign affairs, regula- 
tion of trade and industrial legisla- 
tion and postal and other communica- 
tions. 
To a Welsh parliament would go 


control of local government, educa- 
tion, judiciary, agriculture and inter- 
nal commerce. Restoration 
of the 


ancient office and title of Lord Presi- 
dent of Wales is proposed. 
To save the Welsh rural areas from 
domination by the great 
industrial 
population of the south, the Welsh 
Parliament would include an Upper 
house, consisting of two represents- 
tix-es of each county and county bor- 
ough and two from the national uni- 
versity of Wales. 
There is some opposition to the 
plan even in Wales but the proposals 
come nearer to meeting the aspira- 
tions of moderate nationalist Wales 
than anything that has hitherto been 
advanced. Though

belief amonjr Jhe Welsh mcnil»<rs that 
the principality is within si?rhi of a 
parliament In Cardiff is firm and gen- 
eral.

LIQUOR PROBLEM 


HAMBURG, 
April 8.—Germany, 
like America, is engaged in a war 
with liquor smugglers. High customs 
duties and a dearth of "hard liquor," 
Instead of prohibition, is the Incentive 
to smuggling here and the rum-run- 
ners are able to sell their illicit goods 
at big profits. 
Captains and crews of fishing boats 
are doing a thriving smuggling busi- 
ness in all ports on the German coasts, 
say customs and marine officials. 
Arrests of numerous skippers have 


not gceatly interfered with the trade. 
Members of an organization known to 
have smuggled thousands of quarts of 
whiskey and gin Into the country have 
been apprehended and punished but 
the manner In which they carried on 
their enterprise, 
believed to ha\e 


been over a secret waterway, was not 
learned. 
The offenders emphatically dec-lined 
to give the authorities any Informa- 
tion, some of the admitting they ex- 
pected to continue operations as soon 
as they were released from jail. 
The band was discovered when the 
skipper of one of its boats put/ into a 
small place on the Elbe and sold his 
cargo of whiskey. For two or three 
days there was an epidemic of drunk- 
enness In the community which caus- 
ed authorities to investigate and re- 
sulted in the sailor's arrest. 
Fishing . boats engaged 
In liquor 
smuggling meet other ships by agree- 
ment at sea and take on their illicit 
cargoes. 
Owing to the high customs and the 
dearth of "hard liquor" in Germany 
the smugglers are able to dispose of 
their wares at good profits.

MEMORIAL TO 


ROBERT PEARY 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—(United 


Press.)—A memorial to the late Rear 
Admiral Robert E. Peary, discoverer 
of the North Pole, was unveiled at 
Arlington National Cemetery here to- 
day. 


President Harding, Secretary of the 


NavyDenby and other high officials 
of the government attended the cere- 
monies, which were under the d.rec- 
tion of the National Geographic So- 
ciety. 


The memorial, which was fashioned 


from a design of Peary's suggestion. 
was unveiled by the ''snow baby," 
Mrs. Edward Sta/ford. Peary's daugh- 
ter. 
In her youth she WAS known a* 


the "snow baby" because «he was 
born nearer the North Pole than an- 
other white child. 
Her birthplace 


was in the far-north "in the '90's, by 
which Peary determined the northern 
coast line of Greenland. 


The memorial is a huge oblate 


spheroid of granite, representing the 
earth. On it is carved a map of the 
earth with a bronze at the spot rap- 
resenting the North Pole—symbol of 
the achievement by which Peary's 
name will exer be "remembered. 


The symbolic design of the monu- 


ment 
was 
conceived 
by 
Admiral 
Peary during his last ilnees and sug- 
gestions for it were dictated to his 
wife, who accompanied him on sever- 
al of his Arctic expeditions. On one 
side of the base is the Latin motto, 
"Inveniam Viam Aut Faciam," (I 
will find a way or make one) which 
was a favorite quotation of the ex- 
plorer. 


The Inscription reads: 
"Robert 


Edwin Perry. Discoverer of the North
